DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 02/07/2012 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 0 and 1 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a plasma display panel driven by plural subfields forming one field comprised 
of, in part, plural data electrodes disposed on the second substrate in a direction 
perpendicular to the display electrodes, the plural data electrodes including a middle 
portion having a first constant with, opposite end portions having a second constant 
width, and respective tapered portions extending from the middle portion to each of the 
end portions: and a plurality of barrier ribs such that the barrier ribs are arranged 
parallel to the data electrodes and the respective ones of the discharge cells are formed 
between the adjacent two barrier ribs, wherein the second constant width is greater than 
the first constant with by a factor of more than 1 and not more than 1 .5, the second 
constant width is not more than a half of a spacing between the adjacent two of the 
barrier ribs. Claim 1 2 is allowed due to its dependency upon claim 1 1 .
